Van Zandt said he seised one of 
the men who had been firing a 
.45 calibre German Luger auto­ 
matic. Capitol guards assisted him 
in subduing the man and another 
man and woman who had been 
doing the firing. 
Another 
Pennsylvania — Lee 
Thomas, a 21-year old page from 
Williamsport —was 
among 
those 
who aided in subduing the attempt­ 
ed assassins. 
Ivor D. Fenton of Mahanoy City, 
who is also a physician, was one 
of several physicians among the 
congressmen who rushed to aid the 
wounded representatives. 
•Too Stunned” 
Others were busy dodging bul­ 
lets and like many of their col­ 
leagues were too stunned by the 
sudden fusillade to realise immedi­ 
ately what was taking place.

WASHINGTON if*-—John Foster 
Dulles. 66 last Friday, works like 
a man trying to keep two steps 
ahead of a fire In his case, it’s 
the Communist fire. 
He has been secretary of state 
.lust over a year, In that tim e he 
has traveled 83 361 miles in pursuit 
of peace and American security, 
the equivalent of more than three 
times around the globe. 
He’s been all over Western E u­ 
r o p e — including Paris three tim es, 
London twice, Bonn twice—and to 
North Africa, the Middle East, as 
far west as Korea, as far east as 
India, and to New York five times.

and others outside 
Washington.

tary, W alter Bedell Smith. At 9:15 
he has a staff conference with 
Smith and his assistant secretaries. 
At IO, a couple of days a week, 
he goes to the White House for 
t Cabinet meeting or a meeting of 
the National Security Council. Dur­ 
ing the day he m ust receive for­ 
eign diplomats or anyone else of 
enough im portance to need his ear. 
Has Biggest Shakeup 
During his first ''ear, the State 
Departm ent underwent it* biggest 
shakeup in 20 years. 
Besides being ultim ately respon­ 
sible for the handling of friends 
and foes everywhere, Dulles m ust 
deal with Congress, m any tim es 
personal appearances to ask for 
money for his departm ent or to 
explain or defend his handling of 
foreign affairs.
